The Bureau's work on tung oil has been consolidated at the Bogalusa, 
Louisiana Station and Dr. R. S. McKinney, who is in charge of this 
phase of the Bureau's research, has been transferred to Bogalusa 
to direct the work from that point, 


Research on sugarcane formerly carried on by Mr. E, K. Ventre at the 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana Station has been integrated with the work of 
the Bureau at the Houma, Louisiana Station. The research at the 
Auburn, Alabama Station has been discontinued.
